in the “Don Juan” Chicago cops 
case might loom as a costly matter 
for the distributors. For one, cen- 
sor licensing fees are involved and, 
two, suits against apparently un- 
just censor decisions obviously will 
be expensive. 

Then comes the rap, of a kind 
rare to be coming from a profes- 
sional investment firm. Bernhard 
states that the Motion Picture 
Assn. of America has expressed a 
distaste for censorship but “seldom 
fights for its beliefs.” Asserting 
that much of the blame for the top 
court decision lies with the indus- 
try itself, Bernhard sarcastically 
that the MPAA remained 
the “Don Juan” suit 
until a petition for rehearing was 
filed ... “but then the industry 
may have acted too late.” 

A “lack of unity and foresight” 
on the part ot Hollywood is come 
plained of by Bernhard in the 
area of regular tv. The tv medium 
simply wasn't recognized as to 
profit potential, the down- 
towner, adding that studios did no 
more than commiscrate with each 
other anent falling theatre grosses 
While indie program suppliers in 
tv prospered. Major pie outfits are 
now in tv “but the profits to date 
have not been what they would 
have ben with an earlier under- 
standing of the real problems 
faced.” 

Bernhard asks if Hollywood has 
learned its lesson and provides its 
own answer “probably not” 
pertaining to pay-tv.

He des- 
cribed producers as guardians of 
public morals and that they should 
strive to channel them to con- 
structive ends and not present 
‘deviationary themes” harmful not 
tonly to youth but adults as well,

Does a U. S. distrib have the legal or even moral right to ask the 
Overseas producer to kick in and help defray the costs of U. S. court 
and censor battles pertaining to the producer's pic? 

At least one French producer’s rep doesn’t think so. In a specific case 
that arose last year, the rep said the distrib had no legal right what- 
soever, since no censor battles were envisioned when the original con- 
tract was entered into. The rep also pooh-poohed the moral obligation 
idea, because he felt the troubles met by the distrib were largely of | 
the distrib’s making. 

The rep said that although the film in question, which had been | 
conceived and executed as an “artistic work,” had been passed for 
exhibition in N. Y. with a couple of cuts, the distrib went ahead and, | 
knowing the possible consequences, tried to exhibit it elsewhere with- | 

ut any cuts. The results are several court cases still pending. 

So far, the producer’s rep has refused to allow any part of the pro-| 
ducer’s share of the proceeds be used tu fight the cases. He is, in fact, | 
a little irritated with the distrib, since he feels that though, had the} 
distrib been successful, the take might have been big, there’s going to 
be no take at all now, at least until the court cases are cleared up 

Another producer’s rep, who is usually one of the first cry that his 
clients are being unnecessarily bilked by U. S. importers, takes sharp 
exception to his confrere in this specific matter. He charges that his 
French confere and the producer knew very well that they had a “hot 
little picture” and that if it made money in the U. S., it would be 
largely because of its controversial nature. He also says that the pic 
in question has made a good deal of money in the U. S. and that the 
producer does have a moral obligation to participate in the court 
battles, because every such court battle that is won, means more dollars 
in the pockets of all producers, including those of his tightfisted friend 
from Paris

Lansing, Mich., April 18 

Following an order from Gov. 
John B. Swainson for the State 
Police to stop its showings of two 
films to the public because they 
are “propaganda,” the State Legis- 
lature voted to view the films in 
question at a joint session of the 
House and Senate tonight (11) to 
determine whether the ban should 
be continued. Involved is whether 
the films are “factual” or doctored 
Political overtones are implied 
since Swainson is a Democrat and 
the Legislature is predominantly 
Republican 

“Operation Abolition,” sponsored 
by Fulton Lewis 3d and based on 
newsreels subpoened in San Fran- 
cisco by the Un-American Activities 
Committee, has drawn the most 
fire. It has been shown at public 
gatherings under Michigan State 
Police auspices along with “Com- 
munism on the Map,” which Swain- 
son also has banned but which was 
not mentioned in the Legislative 
resolution 

Swainson banned the films after 
receiving complaints from the 
Michigan Council of Churches and 
other state and national groups 
which object to the films saying 
they are “inaccurate and distort- 
ed.” After privately

WEBS FLIRTING 
WITH TROUBLES 


By GEORGE ROSEN 


In their apparent anxiety to 
please everyone but the viewing 
public, the television networks 
could be asking for trouble. Hav- 
ing gotten off the hook for past 
delinquencies, they're nov’ flirting 
with a “rebooking™” of the most 
daring turn in show business—the 
Sherman Act. 

Some strange behavior patterns 
(though hardly new to the busi- 
ness) are being taken in stride 
Practices long held suspect are be- 
ing reactivated. If, out of these as- 
sorted maneuvers which nobody 
talks about and would even deny, 
the public wound up getting a good 
show, there might at least be some 
explanation for going off the deep 
end. But by the very nature of the 
practices, it too frequently in- 
volves programming hardly worth 
the time and effort 
the viewer who gets it in the neck 

Take, for example, the growing 
practice of the networks in de- 
manding an equity on outside film 
shows that are given a berth of 
the webs. (A detailed rundown can 
be found in the TV Film Section 
Where once the producers and the 
packagers abhored such 
as an invitation to antitrust prob- 
ing, now that they're partnered in 
a crap game, it isn’t likely they'll 
go squealing to the cops 

Unfortunately, it's the weaker 
shows among the new entries that 
lend themselves to such dickering 
The self-respecting producer con- 


vinced that he’s brought in a qual- | 


itative show won't lend himself to 
such entreaties and blandishments 
on the premise ‘or maybe it's. just 


wishful thinking: that vou can’t 
keep a good entry down, and why 
should he share the profits with 
anyone else?

Federal Communications Com. | 
missioner Frederick W. Ford has 
warned broadcasters to beware of 
attempts “to obfuscate and con- 
fuse’’ FCC’s proposed new pro- 
gramming form. 

Ford declared that “all types of 
disastrous eventualities” are being 
imagined about the proposed re- 
vision—all without foundation. 


The rulemaking, he noted 
based on FCC's policy 
last summer,

munity. Ford said in a speech re- 
leased here and slated for delivery 
to the Kansas Assn. of Radio 
Broadcasters in Topeka. 

“IT am convinced that from my 
discussion with broadcasters the 
policy statement embodies sound 
broadcast business. practice, as 
well as a guaranty of as complete 
freedom as possible for a broad- 
caster to serve the public interest 
as he, not the Commission. finds | 
it in his service area. 

“The policy statement of July 29, 
1960, is a new charter of freedom 
for broadcasters, but like all free- 
dom, it must be exercised judici- 
ously and with self-discipline. 

“If this is done ang the indus- 

cooperates fully in this major 
effort of the Commission to bring 
about it climate for improved pro- 
gramming, I am sure that it will 
result in the satisfaction of know- 
ing that you have served the public 
interest to the best of your ability 
and in higher profits for yourself.” 

Ford also called for industry sup- 
port of FCC's rulemaking proposal

to curb trafficking in licenses. He 
said: 

“Dedicated broadcasters who 
know the public interest of their 


areas should support the efforts of 
those who would eliminate the fly- | 
by-night from your number. How |} 
many of your broadcaster friends 
have told you of their experiences 
with competitors who literally 
bought an audience with prices and 
Liveaways only to unload on tne | 
inexperienceg newcomer? I am | 
hopeful that in your own self-in-

Mushrooming the number of 
series in which webs secure equity 
rights this selling season were 
these developments:

That's rela- 
tively small compared to previous 
years, when the pre-'48 pix had 
just been sold. 

For the 28-week period, gross tv 
income was $6,381,000 for the 
licensing of pre-’48's and shorts to 
tv stations, and $3,743,000 for 
filmed series and commercials pro- 
i duced for tv.

Filmed for television in the By- 
zantine church of All Saints, Peter- 
sham, Surrey, “People of No- 
where” suffered from an over de- 
tached production in its early 
scenes.

As its closing program of the 


geason, “Omnibus” on NBC-TV 
Sunday (13) played it ‘‘cute’’—per- 
haps a bit overly-cute—in offering

Hemisphere’s prospects for the 
next decade. There was nothing 


particularly innovating in the in- 
tegration of entertainment seg- 
ments (a Calypso intro for each of 
the pundits; Western Hemisphere 
dances; a study of kids at play 
spanning Argentine to Canada); 
they neither added nor detracted 
from the basic preinise of the pro- 
gram—to provide a learned prog- 
nosis for the coming decade. 

When it got down to the business 
at hand, this “Omnibus” install- 
ment proved eminently worthwhile 
in defining the guideposts and the 
blueprints for the next 10 years 
toward hemispheric advancement 
in the fields of government, eco- 
nomics, education, sociology and 
culture 

Of the five Latino-U. S.-Canadian 
spokesmen introduced by host Ali- 
stair Cooke and Calypso singer 
Ruppert Grant, it remained for 
Harvard's professor of government, 
Samuel Hutchinson Beer, and Co- 
lombia’s Dr. German Arciniegasto 
to best pinpoint and summarize the 
needs, the hopes and the aspira- 
tions toward the creation ‘by '71 of 
a United Americas in the preser- 
vation of historic cultures and the 
fullest development of material 
and natural resources. 

Once again, as it goes off for Its 
ninth summer hiatus, the question 
of “Omnibus” returning in the fall 
for another go-round is strictly 
conjectural, depending on sponsor 
support.

The Play of The Week 
“Wingless Victory,” the current 
outing of “The Play of the Week,” 
is both an interesting and a trying 
drama. The same descriptive quali-

O'Brian, of “Wyatt Earp” fame, 
as a Salem seafarer of the 19th}

mail it receives from viewers. 

One of the theories holds that a network 
couldn’t care less about any letter-writer’s feel- 
ings about anything, and that we answer such 
mail either out of politeness or out of our con- 
viction that a busy postman is a happy postman. 

At the other extreme is the contention that 
even a single note of praise can zoom our psyche 
right into orbit, and an isolated message of dis- 
approval plunge us into Stygian gloom. 

Both views—like the Yankee Stadium infield 
in the wintertime—are baseless. 

We think that just about anyone who takes the 
time and trouble to write to a network deserves 
a reply — whether the viewer's note is an inquiry 
on the color of an Arlene Francis gown; a compli- 
ment on one of our shows; or an “authoritative” 
blast at the quality of all TV from a man who’s 


proud lo say he’s never owned a set. 


The overwhelming majority of letters reach- 


ing our individual shows and mail center each 
year are intelligent and articulate — and that 
goes even for the occasional beef. 

We don’t get euphoric over a eulogy, and we 
don’t cringe before a critique. We do learn things 
from many of the correspondents, and we like to 
think we are somewhat helpful in the messages 
sent out in reply. 

Few outsiders realize, for example, that we 
get about 5,000 requests per year for technical 
information on the TV industry itself. Indeed, 
we sometimes get the feeling that if we didn’t 
limit the length of our replies to such letters, we'd 
be writing term papers for half the students in 
the United States. Not long ago, one eager 
scholar asked us to send him as much informa- 
tion as possible “on the last 100 years of tele- 
vision” (and we'll bet you thought it all started 
with Berle). 

Not all the mail we get is really meant for 
us in the first place. There are always a few let- 
ters panning shows that were carried by another 
network. We confess to forwarding these to their 
proper destinations with a very minimum of 


delay or melancholy. 
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but occasionally even a coniirmed NBC fol- 
lower will reach us with a complaint that should 
have been addressed to his local NBC affiliate 
rather than the network tiself, 

le may write, for example. that a certain T\ 
drama — which we may have scheduled in the 
Jatter part of the evening — was much too adult 
for the early period when he saw it locally; or 
that the NBC documentary to which he'd been 
looking forward had unaccountably been replaced 
by a crime show in which he had no interest. 

In these cases, we iry to make it clear that 
a network cannot tell any of ils affiliates what to 
program at any given time. and that it would be 
wise for the viewer to direct his remarks to the 
affiliate involved. 

Among the most gratifying of messages — 
naturally — are the notes from viewers whose 
only aim is to hand us a compliment or a bit of 
constructive advice. When a busy housewife (ex- 
cuse the redundancy) takes the initiative of 
explaining to Dave Garroway how to hold a stick 
of writing-chalk to prevent squeaking — man, 
that’s solicitude! 

Which reminds us that it was on the “Garro- 
way Today Show”’—just two months ago to- 
morrow—that singer-composer Oscar Brown, Jr.’s 
first appearance drew more than 4.000 letters of 
unbridled praise, a figure unprecedented for any 
performer in the program’s nine-year history. 

Another happy deluge of mail was that which 
erected the debut of our “Sing Along with Mitch” 
clambake earlier this year. More than 11.500 let- 
ters poured in after the first two performances, a 
response ficuring strongly in the decision to guar- 
antee the show a weekly, full-hour slot on our 
forthcoming fall schedule. 


Sometimes, however, the correspondence 


irom viewers is a bil on the mystilying side, Dur- 
ing our coverage of last year’s political conven- 
tions and Presidential campaigns, for example, 
the letters charging us with favoring the Demo- 
crats were matched in number by those accusing 
us of Jeaning toward the Republicans, We even 
had a few complaints that we were too darned 
neutral, 

Experience has taught us never to be too 
startled by the comments and requests Coming lo 
our attention. A few of the more unusual cor- 
respondents: 

The Pennsylvania schoolgirl who objected to 
hearing a character in “The Outlaws” say, “Lain’t 
eoin’.” She pointed out that even her fellow fourth- 
vraders at school speak better English than that. 

The woman from Texas who wrote, “Could 
more baby girls be born to the women on your 
stories? They always have boys. boys. boys!” 

The chap from Indiana who wondered if he 
could get work on a TV program advertising 
razors or blades. “LT have a ten-week-old beard,” 
he said, “and I'm very proud of it. But Pm ready 
to shave it off any time, if the right offer comes 
along.” 

If the above excerpts don’t represent the 
most vital letters in our files, they do have an 
ingenuous charm we can't help but admire. 

Very few of the messages we get are nol slimu- 
lating. In fact, communications from viewers can 
be one of many helpful guides in current and future 
programming. For if the TY screen 1s our way of 
visiting the public's living rooms, then the mail 
service is the public's way of join- 
ing us in the conference rooms. 

Now, let's get back to that

Colgate will be 
sandwiched directly between two 
shows sponsored by Procter & 
Gamble. 


Colgate bought in on “Dobie” as | 
the replacement for Pillsbury, 
which is dropping the show after 
two years in a reevaluation of its 
television plam~ning. Philip Morris 
continues as alternate sponsor of 
the Tuesday at 8:30 showcase. 

Problem lies in the fact that P&G | 


will sponsor all of the Dick Van} 
Dyke show at 8-8:30 and half of 
“Ichabod,” immediately following 
“Dobie” at 9-9:30. Quaker Oats 


has the other half. 

Solution will lie in some of the 
deftest juggling CBS can summon 
up. For one thing, the Colgate 
“major” week on “Dobie” will have 
to be arranged to occur during the 
P&G “minor week on “Ichabod.” 
For another, because P&G has full 
sponsorship on Van Dyke, non- 
competitive brands will probably 
have to be scheduled for the clos- 
ing Van Dyke commercial and the 
opening Colgate “Dobie” blurb 

CBS hasn't worked out a pattern, 
since it’s just accepted the Colgate

On the basis of the initial three installments of “DRAKE” as viewed even in rough cut here, 
there’s no denying the qualitative merits of the production.

This average, moreover, is distort- 
ed by the five symphonies, Boston, 
Chicago, Cleveland, New York and 
Philadelphia, which pay higher 
scales and have longer seasons than 
all the others. Kenin said that 
!svymphony musicians are forced to 
supplement their earnings with 
outside work, some of it in non 
musical fields which run the gamut 
of aerial surveyor to paramutuel 
official. 

Kenin pointed to the “strange 
paradox” that existed in both the 


U.S. and Canada where the market 
for good music is growing but 
where fewer musicians are earning 
their livelihood today than there 
were 30 years ago. He pointed to 
the sharp increase in disk sales as 
reflecting a greater public interest 
in music

knowingly handling illegal disks 
would fall under the law 

Sparking the new levislation for 
Celler was the fact that the coun- 
terfeiters are now draining the 


disk biz of some $20,000 000 a vear. 


This represents not only a loss of 
Federal excise taxes tov the Gov- 
ernment but also of income taxes 
since it’s presumed that the coun- 
terfeiters are not declaring their 
income 

The Music Publishers Protective 
Assn., with Julian 1 \beles s 
counsel, has been an important fac- 
tor in shaping the bill Abeles, 
who testified before tie Cel'er 
House committee some \vears avo 
on amending the Copy:icht Act to

Washington, April 18. 

In an action which apparently 
rings down the curtain on Federal 
Trade Commission's anti-payola 
campaign, an FTC hearing ex- 
aminer has recommended dismissal 
of complaints against Columbia 
Record Sales Corp., Columbia Rec- 
ord Distributors Inc., Capito] Rec- 
ords Distributing Corp. and Dot 
Records. 

Hearing examiner Abner E. Lip- 
scomb based his action on motions 
bv FTC statf attornevs. Latter rea- 
soned that the omnibus broadcast- 
ing bill enacted last September, 
with its elaborate anti-payola-plug- 
ola provisions, made continued 
prosecution of the firms “an un- 
necessary expenditure of time, ef- 
fort and funds in determining the 
legality ¢ alleged practice, 
since the protection of the public 


{ the 


interest is now fully assured by | 
specitic statute.” 
Lipscomb agreed, but recom- 


mended that dismissal of the com- 
plaints be conditioned on FTC's 
right to start further proceedings 
against the outfits “should future 
events so Warrant.” Lipscomb ac- 
tion technically doesn't constitute 
a final decision of the Commission, 
but indications were that it would 
stick 

About 100 anti-payola complaints 
have been issued by FTC since 
t rackdown was launched De- 
cember, 1959. All but a

Tripp's la\ 
yers, Benjamin Shedler and Morris 
Goldman, concede thet Trips 
cepted the coin both ways, but they 
maintain that he was not guilty of 
commercial bribery since he was 
an “independent contractor” and 
not an employee of the station 

Under questioning by assistant 
district attorneys Joseph Stone and 
Michael! R. Juviler, Harry Apostoil- 
eris, partner in Alpha Distributors, 
said he paid Tripp $10,400 until 
the payola scandals broke open, 
Apostoleris testified that Tripp 
agreed to spin four Alpha-distrib- 
uted disks every day for $750 a 
month, a figure arrived at after 
some friendly haggling.

Stone said that a deai tor 
jthe sale of WMGM for $11,000,000

Tripp's trial is the first of a se- 
ries involving payola to broadest 
personnel. Last May, five disk 
jockeys, a former station manavcer 
and two former station record 
brarians were arrested and 
cused of accepting $116,580 in 
legal payoffs.

One of the riddles of writing is that if you grow rhapsodic about New 
York, London, Paris, Rome, Vienna, Moscow or even Hong Kong you 
are big league, but if you throw equally handsome prose ecstatically at 
Keokuk, Eureka, Kansas City, Sacramento or Calipatria you're a hick. 

There’s no use fighting this credo because the invisible censors who 
have laid out these rules will list even neutralists as hicks from the 
sticks. I've just been reading Gerard Fay’s “Passenger to London.” It 
substantiates this prejudice in favor of big towns. Did anybody ever 
swoon with delight over big feet? 

Fay limits his rhapsodies to London and in smaller measures to 
Dublin and New York. His job is London editor of the Manchester 
Guardian ‘which, to get away from these hick implications, has dropped 
“Manchester” from its billing 

Fay was one time an actor, not a very good actor, but an actor. He 
was also the son of an actor and his Uncle Willie wrote “The Favs of 
the Abbey Theatre.” Gerard Fay himself added to this dossier by writ- 
ing “The Abbey Theatre, Credle of Genius,” so that his father, Frank 
Fay, and his Uncle Willie would not be too neglected in what they did in 
the theatrical transition between The Irish National Theatre and the 
Abbey Players 

He reports that Lennox Robinson lectured a half hour on the Abbey 
without ever once mentioning the Fays. Actually they were not quite 
that neglected. Willie got a whole page of recognition in John Parker's 
Who's Who In The Theatre in 1926 

The O’Fahys Become The Fays 

Though young Fay was born in Rochdale, Lancashire, in 1913, and 
was raised in Ireland and spent much of his bovhood on tour with his 
family in the English provinces, the other side of his family stuck to 
Ireland. The name was O'Fahy, but when his erandfather, who was a 
tailor, went to England and saw signs “No Irish Need Reply” he changed 
his name from the Irish O’Fahy to the English Fay. These small retreats 








}set back Irish freedom hundreds of vears 


Show people traveled mostly on Sundays. Before the show on Satur- 
day night everything would be got ready and what could be shipped of 
costumes, wigs, shoes and personal props would be sent down to the 
railroad station. Young Fay's first writing was inseribing the family 
basket with legends like, “F. J. Fay, Abraham Lincoln Company, 
Passenger to Newcastle-on-Tyne.” Favy’'s title “Passenger To London” 
derives from this tradition 

It is the author’s claim that he began to act in Dublin at seven and 
was finished at 14. That was his career as a pro. Later, he skidded down 
the ladder a bit and did some acting as an amateur 

‘Hamlet’ At Fourteen, Wheops! 

In the Garrick Club there hangs a portrsit of William Henry West 
Betty, whose acting career was limited to the vears between his 13th 
wnd 17th birthdays. He played “Hamlet” at 14. quit acting to go to 
Cambridge and lived to be 80. TI is no portrait of a Fay in a 
similar role 

Fay's star performance was in a comedy called “The Irish Jew” at 
the Empire, now changed to the Olymnia, a change which Fav thinks 
shows an Trish preference for paganism 








His mother and father were in this plav at the same time. Pressagents 
in those days passed up such opportunities for exploitation, though by 
the time the three Barrymores were being cast for the price of one, 
the p.a’s had caught up to such family bargain appeals 

It was not until he was 50 that Fay’s father got the chance to play 
the prince in Hamlet. and that had to be with an amateur society. 
Though a good actor, he was short and leading men know that the two 
most important listings in show biz are their height and telephone 
numbers. 

A Midsummer Night At Gogarty’s 

How crazy the Irish can get when it comes to the theatre is well 
illustrated when “A Midsummer Night's Dream” was plaved in Oliver 
St. John Gogartv's garden. Gogarty was away and left instructions for 
the east to dress in the garage. It was overlooked that there were girls 
as well as boys in the cast and a servant suggested that perhaps a little 
sacking hung across one end of the garage would satisfy the demands 





of modesty. The sacking was rather opaque and young Fay says he 
learned lessons of feminine anatomy that he never forgot 

His father had certain ideas about acting which would be just as 
good today. For one thing when a scene is beirg plaved in the dark he 


instructed the actors to speak more loudly than usual. Young Fay hung 
on to the coattails of his father when broadcasting came into Ireland 
and had parts in several of his father’s productions 

He writes that James Stephens, author of “The Crock of Gold.” who 
was a tinv man. developed a new genius as one of the first natural 
broadcasters in English. He has nice things to sav too about George 
Russell and Sean O'Casey and not such nice things to sav about W. B 
Yeats, who was a great poet and mediocre playwright and hardly more 
than a nominal leg ;

In time young Fay got far out of the theatre and in fact was working 
as a machinist in Rochdale when a chance came for him to catch some 
plavs for the Rochdale Observer.

He came out of the war in 1944 okay, h 1g attained the rank of 
major and being wounded in the early davs of the fighting in Normandy. 
By 1946 he was well enough to join the London staff of the Guardian 
and ten years later became its London editor
